of th em th at seek after h im” (Hebrews 11:6 ). Here we h av e th e 
two words u sed, teach in g u s th at th ey mean on e an d th e same th in g. 
Again , Pau l, in speakin g of Abrah am, said: 
“ Lookin g u n to th e 
pr omise of God, h e wav ered n ot th rou gh u n belief, bu t wax ed stron g 
th rou gh faith , giv in g glory to God” (Roman s 4:20). 
In th is Scrip­ 
tu re we fin d both terms u sed to ex press a con trast between “ u n ­ 
belief” (wh ich is a lack of faith ) an d “faith .” 
Th e Bible does n ot 
giv e tech n ical defin ition s of an y th in g, bu t teach es by ex ample, 
prin ciples, an d application s of th em. 
Howev er, faith is based u pon 
h earin g th e word of Ch rist” u iomon s D 
:)7). 
Th ere can be n o 
faith wh ere God h as n ot spoken : We can n ot h av e faith wh ere th e 
Bible is silen t on an y th in g. 


Opin ion is man ’s “in flu en ce” or man ’s con clu sion s with ou t th e 
word of God. 
Th ee ommon illu stration , sh owin g th e differen ce 
between faith an d opin ion , is applicable h ere. 
“Now th ere was a 
m*m of th e Ph arisees, n amed Nicodemu s, a ru ler of th e Jews; th e 
same came u n to h im by n igh t, an d said to h im, Rabbi, we kn ow th at 
th ou art a teach er come from God; for n o on e can do th ese sign s 
th at th ou doest, ex cept God be with h im” (Joh n 3:1-2). 
We can 
Reliev e th at th ere was a man by th e n ame of Nicodemu s, becau se 
th e word of God say s so; we can believ e th at h e sou gh t Jesu s, be­ 
cau se th at is rev ealed in th e word of God; we can also believ e th at 
h e came at n igh t, or “came u n to h im by n igh t.” 
Th ese are matters 
>f faith , sin ce th e word of God rev ealed th is to u s. 
Wh y did h e
